An  agreement  is  made  with  the  Stockton  Corporation  whereby 
the  Parish  of  Yarm  has  the  use  of  the  Corporation  ambulance  for 
purposes  other  than  the  removal  of  infectious  disease  cases. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  occurring  in  the  District  are 
removed  by  the  ambulance  of  the  Middlesbrough  Corporation  to 
the  Corporation  Isolation  Hospital,  Middlesbrough.

1.  (i)  WATER. 

The  Council’s  Water  Schemes,  which  now  supply  19  parishes, 
have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year.  Close  attention 
has  been  paid  to  any  action  on  lead.  Samples  have  been  taken 
regularly  and  the  analyst's  reports  during  the  year  have  been 
satisf  actory. 

Chlorination:-  All  water  is  chlorinated.  A  Wallace 
and  Tiernan  Constant  Flow  Hypochlorinator  is  connected  to  the 
mains  on  borh  the  Turkey  Nab  and  Scugdale  systems  below  the 
reservoir  and  above  all  connections. 

These  machines  have  operated  satisfactorily  during  the  year, 
and  tests  sre  regularly  carried  out  to  ensure  that  there  is  no 
excess  chlorine  in  the  domestic  supply. 

Details  of  all  supplies  of  water  in  the  Council’s  area 
are  appended  hereto.

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(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  Council's  Sewage  Disposal  Works  have  been  maintained 
in  a  very  satisfactory  condition  during  the  year. 

The  disposal  of  sludge,  which  has  always  been  a  problem, 
has  been  somewhat  relieved  at  Great  Ay  ton  and  Ormesby. 

At  Great  Ayton  nearby  farms  have  been  pleased  to  cart  this 
valuable  manure  away  and  thus  relieve  congestion  of  the  sludge 
lagoons.  At  Ormesby  arrangements  have  been  made  with  an  adjoining 
farm  to  plough  the  sludge  area  and  cultivate  the  unused  section, 
and  to  change  over  in  subsequent  years.

"Harrier  Bantam"  7  c.yd.  Refuse  Collection  Vehicles  are  used,  A 
'Harrier  Cob"  vehicle  is  held  as  a  standby  in  case  of  breakdown.

The  Dennis  Vehicle  collects  in  the  Parishes  of  Great  Ayton, 
Hemlington,  Marton,  Nunthorpe,  Ormesby  and  Stainton,  and,  from 
the  above  figures,  travels  an  average  of  10.34  miles  per  load. 

The  Bantam  Vehicle  collects  in  the  Parishes  of  Carlton, 
Hutton  Rudby,  Ingleby  Arncliffe,  Stokesley,  Whorlton  and  Yarra. 
This  district  is  more  rural  in  character,  with  greater  distances 
between  villages,  and  thus  requires  longer  leads  to  the  tip  for 
disposal  and,  from  the  above  figures,  travels  an  average  of  21.75 
miles  per  load. 

Based  on  the  above,  an  average  of  429  premises  are  visited 
daily. 

The  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s  Refuse  Tip, 

Quarry  Parm,  Nunthorpe.  This  is  a  disused  Whinstone  Quarry. 

The  tip  is  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  manner,  and  no  complaints 
of  nuisance  have  been  received. 
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(iii)  SALVAGE: 


Salvage  Collection  during  the  year  was  very  successful. 
The  organisrtti on,  with  Salvage  Stewards  in  every  village  has 
worked  very  well;  and  it  was  due  to  their  efforts  that  the 
special  drive  for  paper  in  the  summer  yielded  such  a  large  and 
valuable  amount  of  material. 


In  addition  to  the  two  wheel  trailer  which  had  been  used 

the  previous  year,  a  much  larger  four  wheel  trailer  has  been 
acquired . 

This  trailer  was  constructed  by  one  of  our  own  staff 

using  the  chassis  of  a  scrap  car,  scrap  iron  and  other  salvaged 
material.  °

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY: 

Under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Order  there  are  648  Registered 
Producers  in  the  area. 

Under  the  Milk  (Special  Designations)  Order,  1936,  the 
North  Riding  County  Council  issued  the  following  licences  in 
respect  of  milks  produced  in  the  Stokesley  Rural  District:

The  District  Council  have  not  issued  any  licences  under 
this  Order. 

further  to  Ministiy  of  Health  Circular  2669,  Local  Authorities 
were  requested  to  co-operate  with  the  County  War  Agricultural 
Executive  Committees  in  connection  with  Milk  Testing  and  Advisory 
Schemes . 


The  North  Riding  County  War  Agricultural  Executive  Officer 
asked  for  details  of  Registered  Producers  in  September,  and 
subsequent  conferences  were  held,  when  it  was  agreed  that  Dairy 
Instructresses  would  be  appointed  to  follow  up  complaints  of  adverse 
reports  from  producers.  These  instructresses  would  co-operate  with 
the  officers  of  Local  Authorities  and  advise  on  any  infringements 
of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Orders  which  they  noted  on  visits  to 
registered  premises. 

To  the  end  of  the  year  171  adverse  reports  were  received  and 
visited. 

As  no  details  of  visits  by  the  instructresses  had  been 
received  closer  liaison  was  sought,  but  I  regret  to  state  that 
co-operation  requested  in  the  circular  has  not  been  reciprocated. 


(b)  MEAT  AND  OTHER  POODS: 

Since  the  adoption  of  the  Meat  Distribution  Scheme  by  the 
Ministry  of  Pood,  slaughtering  has  ceased  within  the  area,  all  meat 
supplied  to  butchers  in  the  area  being  drawn  from  the  Distributing 
Centre  at  Middlesbrough  and  the  local  butchers  distributing  from 
one  centre. 

The  only  inspections  of  slaughter  in  the  area  have  been 
emergency  cases  and  where  the  carcase  has  been  found  fit  for  food 
it  has  been  sent  to  the  Distributing  Gentre  for  disposal. 

Regular  visits  are  made  to  butchers’  establishments  and  the 
quality  of  the  meat  supplied  to  the  area  has  been  found  to  be 
satisfactory .
